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Remarks 

Reconsideration of this Application is respectfully requested. 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 1-8 and 10-15 are pending in this 
application. Claims 8 and 10 are amended. Claim 9 is canceled. Claims 13-15 are 
added. 

In the Office Action dated June 1, 2004, claim 8 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being allegedly unpatentable over admitted prior art in view of Wang et al., 
U.S. Patent No. 4,521,765. Claims 1-7 and 11-12 are allowed. Claims 9 and 10 are 
indicated as being allowable. 

Allowed claims 1-7 and 11-12 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the allowance of claims 1-7 and 11-12. 

Allowable claims 9-10 

Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating the allowability of claims 9 and 10. 
Claim 8 has been amended to incorporate the substance of claim 9. Claim 10 has been 
rewritten in independent form. Both claims 8 and 10 are believed to be in condition for 
allowance. 

New claims 13-15
